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THE  NEW  ISLE  OE  MAN  “ROUND  POUND” 

At  a  special  ceremony  on  Friday  July  14th,  the  Chairman  of  the  Isle  of  Man 
Finance  Board,  Mr.  Percy  Radcliffe,  pressed  the  button  that  started  the  presses 
striking  the  world’s  first  £1  coin  to  go  into  general  circulation  since  August  1914 
when  the  gold  Sovereign  was  withdrawn.  The  photograph  shows  the  Chairman  of 
the  Pobjoy  Mint,  Mr.  Derek  Pobjoy  (left)  and  Mr.  Radcliffe  (right)  examining  the 
first  of  the  new  “round  pounds”  to  come  off  the  press. 

A  special  alloy  has  been  evolved  in  conjunction  with  Europe’s  leading  manu¬ 
facturer  of  coinage  metal,  a  variant  of  Magnimat  alloy,  which  is  already  being  used 
for  the  high  denomination  coins  in  Germany  and  certain  other  countries.  The  special 
alloy,  known  as  Virenium  (TM)  is  unique  to  the  Isle  of  Man  and  contains  certain 
security  elements  which  would  make  counterfeiting  impossible.  In  effect,  Virenium 
is  the  nearest  thing  to  a  man-made  precious  metal.  The  magnetic  factor  which  is  its 
main  ingredient  would  react  with  the  acceptor/rejector  mechanism  in  modern 
vending  equipment,  so  that  only  genuine  coins  would  pass  this  rigorous  test.  The 
alloy  has  a  highly  distinctive  appearance  which  should  make  it  readily  distinguishable 
from  cupro-nickel  even  in  poor  light.  In  addition,  however,  to  prevent  short-sighted 
or  blind  persons  from  confusing  the  pound  coin  with  the  5p  coin  (than  which  it  is 
slightly  smaller)  the  new  coin  has  a  distinctive  edge  with  alternate  smooth  and  grained 
arcs. 

The  coin  is,  in  fact,  of  the  same  diameter  and  thickness  as  the  traditional  sovereign, 
its  golden  counterpart.  The  obverse  bears  the  famous  profile  of  Her  Majesty  Queen 
Elizabeth  II  sculpted  by  Arnold  Machin,  while  the  reverse  features  the  Tnskelionor 
three  legs  emblem  of  Man,  superimposed  on  a  map  of  the  island,  with  compass  points 
in  the  surrounding  field,  and  the  legend  isle  of  man  one  pound  at  top  and  bottom. 
Beneath  the  Queen’s  bust  is  the  pm  mint-mark  of  the  Pobjoy  Mint,  official  minters 
for  the  Isle  of  Man  Government  since  1972. 

This  is  the  world’s  first  general  circulating  pound  coin  since  the  gold  sovereign 
went  out  of  circulation  at  the  beginning  of  the  First  World  War.  Numismatically  this 
is  the  most  important  landmark  in  the  currency  of  the  British  Isles  and  the  Sterling 
Area  since  the  advent  of  decimalisation  ten  years  ago,  and  the  Isle  of  Man  is  justifiably 
proud  in  having  led  the  way  in  taking  this  momentous  decision. 

The  coin  is  struck  in  Virenium  (TM),  a  Magnimat  compound  comprising  a  strip 
of  pure  nickel  being  7%  of  the  thickness,  clad  on  each  side  with  46.5%  thickness  of  a 
mixture  of  81%  copper,  10%  zinc  and  9%  nickel.  It  is,  in  fact,  one  out  of  184  possible 
permutations  and  combinations  of  these  constituents  together  with  the  magnetic 
element  which  gives  it  its  high  security  characteristic. 

EMMANUEL  DE  ROHAN  1775-1797 

Emmanuel  de  Rohan,  Bailiff  of  Justice  and  General  of  the  Galleys  of  the  Ordei 
of  the  Knights  of  Malta,  was  the  last  but  one  of  the  Grand  Masters  to  hold  office 

in  Malta.  *  . 

After  the  Rebellion  of  the  Priests  clamouring  against  bad  government  he 

introduced  measures  of  reform  and  promulgated  a  code  of  laws  which  aie  probably 
still  quoted  in  the  Malta  Courts  today  as  a  model  of  juiisprudence. 

Peace  and  calm  was  enjoyed  by  the  Order  for  many  years  under  the  beloved 
de  Rohan,  but  this  was  the  forerunner  of  a  succession  of  events  starting  with  the 
French  Revolution  which  was  distined  to  sweep  the  Knights  of  Malta  from  their 
island  home  which  they  had  so  proudly  and  gallantly  held  for  nearly  three  centuries. 

To  the  grief  of  the  fraternity  (and  the  inhabitants  of  Malta)  whom  he  had  wisely 
governed  for  a  period  of  twenty-two  years  these  events  brought  on  an  attack  of 

apoplexy  and  de  Rohan  died  on  13th  July  1 797* 

The  coin  listed  under  A913  and  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  is  a  gold  twenty 
scudi  1778  of  Emmanuel  de  Rohan  and  bears  his  personal  coat  of  arms. 
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EFPING  FOREST  CONSERVATION  MEDAL 

To  commemorate  the  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Epping  Forest  Act,  Keith 
Howes,  possibly  better  known  as  the  Technician  in  the  Department  of  Coins  and  . 
Medals  at  the  British  Museum  for  many  years,  has  designed  and  sculpted  in  his  | 
private  capacity  the  above  medal — his  first  in  fact. 

Learning  of  the  impending  anniversary  and  festivities  scheduled  for  the  summer 
from  his  local  newspaper  he  was  inspired  to  make  some  small  contribution,  since  for 
25  years  he  has  lived  within  sight  of  the  forest.  The  idea  of  moulding  the  bark  of  a  tree 
seemed  most  appropriate,  especially  when  the  legend  was  cut  into  the  resultant  cast 
much  as  countless  lovers  have  done  down  the  ages.  The  bark  finally  selected  was  that 
of  the  beech,  a  happy  choice  since  it  is  one  of  the  most  prolific  trees.  The  building  on 
the  obverse  is  an  interpretation  of  the  16th  century  form  of  the  still  existing  Queen 
Elizabeth’s  Hunting  Lodge  otherwise  known  as  Epping  Forest  Museum  at  Ching- 
ford.  Elizabeth  I  is  reputed  to  have  ridden  her  horse  up  the  staircase  within  to  obtain 
a  better  view  of  the  ensuing  deer  hunt  probably  then  in  progress.  The  diameter  of  the 
medal  is  75  mm.

AN  UNPUBLISHED  EDWARD  THE  CONFESSOR 

MONEYER  OF  NORWICH

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On  pp.  195-234  of  the  fourth  (Berlin,  1898)  volume  of  his  Deutsche  Miinzen  and 
under  the  title  “Ein  russicher  Fund  deutscher  Pfennige  aus  dem  Ende  des  elften 
Jahrhunderts”,  J.  Menadier  has  described  245  predominantly  eleventh-century  silver 
coins  acquired  by  what  was  then  the  Royal  (Prussian)  Coin  Cabinet  from  a  “Russian” 
find  subsequently  identified  as  the  1883  discovery  of  1,336-]-  coins  from  Juura  near 
Valga,  some  70  miles  to  the  east  of  the  Gulf  of  Riga,  in  territory  which  between  the 
two  World  Wars  briefly  enjoyed  independence  as  Esthonia  ( cf .  N.  Bauer,  ZfN  39 
(1929),  pp.  42-6).  The  English  element  in  that  parcel  exhibits  some  curious  im¬ 
balances — e.g.  nine  Anglo-Norman  pennies  of  William  II  as  against  none  of  William  I 
and  Harold  II  and  one  only  of  Edward  the  Confessor  (and  that,  as  we  shall  see,  not 
recognized  even  as  Insular  in  the  Menadier  listing) — but  among  modern  scholars 
there  does  appear  to  have  emerged  a  reasonable  consensus  that  the  hoard  was  indeed 
concealed  just  about  the  year  1100. 

Coins  from  the  Juura  find  have  proved  to  be  relevant  to  more  than  one  problem 
of  the  Hiberno-Norse  series  (cf.  a  forthcoming  note  in  Irish  Numismatics ),  but  here 
there  will  be  discussed  only  the  English  piece  illustrated  in  line-engraving  [Fig.  la] 
as  no.  121  on  p.  229  of  the  Menadier  paper  under  the  caption  Nachmilnzen  ungewisser 
Herkunst ,  and  described  there  on  p.  231  as  having  unintelligible  legends  and  the 
types  of  a  crowned  and  bearded,  facing  bust  and  of  a  small  cross  pattee.  The  types 
are,  of  course,  precisely  those  of  BMC  type  xiii  (=  BEH  A.c  =  Brooke  9  =  North 
830  =  Seaby  696)  of  Edward  the  Confessor.  Through  the  much  appreciated  personal 
kindness  of  Dr.  Bernhard  Kluge  of  the  Staatliche  Museen  zu  Berlin  (East  Germany) 
it  is  possible  to  illustrate  here  [Fig.  lb]  the  actual  coin  through  the  medium  of 
Polaroid  photographs  of  plaster-casts.  It  should  appear  that  the  Juura  coin  is  in 
point  of  fact  a  Facing  Small  Cross  penny  of  Edward  the  Confessor  from  the  years 
c.  1062-1065  with  legends: — 

Obv.  EADPARDRI 

Rev.  +GODEVERDONNOI. 

The  weight  is  0.92  g  (14.2  gr)  which  is  quite  acceptable  for  a  coin  of  the  type,  and 
although  they  are  perhaps  a  little  coarse  the  dies  clearly  emanate  from  an  official 
English  atelier. 

It  is  tempting  to  read  the  fifth  letter  of  the  moneyer’s  name  as  a  v  instead  of  a  V, 
and  especially  when  there  would  seem  to  be  no  good  reason  why  there  should  not 
exist  an  OE  personal  name  *Godweard  which  might  well  at  this  period  take  the  form 
*Godewerd  (for  the  svarabhakti  cf.  spellings  Godeleof ,  Godeman).  Indeed,  W.  G. 
Searie  in  his  Onomasticon  Anglo- Saxomcum  (Cambridge,  1897)  postulated  this  very 
name  on  the  basis  of  a  late  eleventh-century  spelling  Godeuert  (op.  cit .,  p.  264,  s.n.). 
It  is  not  impossible,  too,  for  there  to  be  confusion  at  this  period  between  the  deutero- 
themes  -heard  and  - weard ,  and  it  has  even  been  suggested  that  OE  *Godheard  rather 
than  extremely  well-attested  CG  Godhard  might  underlie  the  modern  surname 
Goddard.  The  numismatist,  on  the  other  hand,  should  be  the  first  to  protest  that  V 
for  v  would  be  a  quite  exceptional  orthography  on  late  coins  of  Edward  the  Con¬ 
fessor,  and  one  should  always  be  reluctant  to  postulate  an  unnecessary  hapax.  The 
answer  to  the  problem,  as  to  so  many  others,  is  surely  to  be  found  on  p.  278  of  O.  von 
Feilitzen,  The  pre-Conquest  personal  names  of  Domesday  Book  (Uppsala,  1937)  where 
it  is  demonstrated  that  the  Godeuert  form  normalized  by  Searie  as  unattested  OE 
Godweard  is  a  perfectly  acceptable  Danelaw  spelling  of  ODan  Guthfrith  (cf  ON 
Gudfrodr).  The  particular  landowner  had  estates  in  Lincolnshire,  but  the  personal 
name  is  a  common  one  among  men  of  Danish  descent  and  its  occurrence  at  Norwich 
early  in  the  second  half  of  the  eleventh  century  does  not  surprise. 

No  moneyer  Guthfrith  (nor  Godewerd  nor  even  Godeherd  for  that  matter)  is 
known  for  Edward  the  Confessor,  but  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  absence  of 
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Sedlescorrtbe-type  hoards  from  East  Anglia  means  that  our  knowledge  of  the 
Norwich  mint  in  the  years  leading  up  to  the  Norman  Conquest  is  very  far  from 
complete.  The  intercalation  of  additional  names  into  the  canon  of  Norwich  moneyers 
seems  unobjectionable,  and  East  Anglia’s  eleventh-century  trade-links  with  the 
Baltic  are  such  that  there  is  nothing  inherently  improbable  in  an  Esthonian  hoard 
concealed  c.1100  throwing  up  a  new  English  moneyer.  It  is  not  suggested,  however, 
that  the  normalisation  Guthfrith  should  be  adopted  by  numismatists,  and  there  are 
solid  arguments  wThy  any  future  editions  of  Brooke  and  North  should  retain  the 
spelling  Godeverd  that  appears  on  the  coin.  This  note’s  indebtedness  to  Dr.  Kluge  is 
self-evident,  but  no  less  substantial  if  perhaps  less  obvious  are  the  contributions  of 
Mrs.  V.  J.  Smart  (St.  Andrews),  Miss  Fran  Colman  (Mrs.  Angus  Lindsay — London) 
Dr.  Gert  Hatz  (Hamburg)  and  Dr.  Donal  Bateson  (Belfast).  Without  their  assistance 
it  could  never  have  been  written.

6.  Southern  Concan 

There  are  two  issues  attributed  to  Southern  Concan,  one  of  1820-21  and  the 
other  1828-29.  These  coins  are  very  similar  to  the  local  dump  issue  of  Bombay 
dealt  with  in  the  previous  part  of  this  survey.

On  the  2  Anna  of  1828  the  date  also  appears  beneath  the  balemark  on  the 
obverse  but  in  reverse  order: — 8281.  On  the  other  coins  of  this  type  the  date 
only  appears  on  the  reverse. 

The  first  column  shows  the  number  of  each  coin  found  offered  for  sale  over  the 
past  20  years  together  with  those  known  in  private  collections.  The  second  column 
shows  the  quantity  in  the  British  Museum  and  the  third  column  the  suggested 
rarity.

That  Atkins  had  no  record  of  these  coins  serves  to  illustrate  how  often  in  the  past 
they  were  confused  with  the  “usual”  issue  of  1802-29.  No  doubt  he,  and  other 
writers,  treated  them  as  varieties  of  this  issue.  The  Parsons  catalogue  lists  Pice  of 
1820  and  1821  which,  whilst  not  described  as  such,  were  undoubtedly  of  this 
Southern  Concan  coinage.  Pridmore  states  that  the  coins  of  1820  are  rare  and  were 
possibly  only  struck  as  specimens.  All  those  examined  by  Major  Pridmore  were  from 
the  same  dies.  Whilst  all  the  coins  of  1820  are  undoubtedly  rare  the  Pice  appears  far 
more  easy  to  obtain  than  the  l  Anna  or  \  Pice.  There  are  no  records  of  the  quantity 
of  these  coins  minted  but  the  total  value  of  the  coinage  is  known  and  from  these 
figures  it  is  possible  to  make  an  estimation  of  the  numbers  made.  According  to  my 
calculations  they  would  be  as  follows; — \  Anna  800,000,  Pice  1,600,000,  £  Pice 
ft3, 200, 000.  There  can  be  no  certainty  over  the  accuracy  of  these  figures  but  the  fact 
that  the  \  Pice  is  the  most  easy  to  find  does  suggest  that  far  more  of  these  were  made 
than  the  Pice  or  4  Anna. 

The  coins  of  1828-29  are  all  very  rare.  Atkins  did  not  list  them  nor  did  L.  V.  W. 
Wright  who  did  record  the  issue  of  1820-21  (but  only  under  the  general  classification 
of  Bombay  and  listed  as  Pice,  \  Pice  and  j  Pice).  The  Parsons  collection  did  not 
include  them  and  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  for  my  own  collection. 
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FIND  OF  COINS  IN  CO.  DONEGAL

In  the  issue  of  the  Bulletin  for  April  1971  (No.  632)  Prof.  M.  Dolley  described 
“an  early  17th  century  coin-find  from  the  Co.  Donegal.”  At  the  time  of  publication 
Prof.  Dolley  was  only  able  to  report  that  the  discovery  “was  made  in  the  bed  of  the 
River  Erne  a  mile  or  two  above  the  town  of  Ballyshannon,  Co.  Donegal,  in  or  about 
the  year  1965”.  Since  1971  some  further  information  on  the  discovery  has  come  to 
ft  hand. 

The  coins  in  question  were  found  on  2nd  November  1966  during  the  five 
yearly  lowering  of  the  lower  reservoir  on  the  River  Erne.  They  were  on  the  sandy, 
muddy  bed  of  the  reservoir  about  300  feet  downstream  from  the  upper  hydro-electric 
station  at  Cliff  and  when  found  were  completely  exposed  on  the  surface.  They  were 
found  at  a  spot  about  40  feet  from  the  original  river’s  edge  which  prior  to  completion 
of  the  hydro-electric  scheme  would  have  been  a  riverside  field.  The  finder  described 
the  coins  as  being  “stuck  together  in  a  symmetrical  pile,  giving  the  impression  of 
having  been  in  some  form  of  container  long  enough  for  the  adhesion  to  take  place  . 

The  site  where  the  coins  were  found  was  close  to  (about  200  yards  distance)  an 
ancient  ford  across  the  River  Erne  known  as  Ath-cuil-uun.  This  was  one  of  the 
important  passages  in  the  seventeenth  century  between  Connaught  on  the  one  hand 
and  Ulster  on  the  other.  In  1593  and  again  in  1597  important  battles  were  fought  for 
the  possession  of  these  fords.  However,  as  Prof.  Dolley  states,  these  coins  must  have 
been  lost  much  later  than  the  last  decade  of  the  sixteenth  century. 
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BLADUD  OF  BATH

Many  towns  and  cities  have  a  legendary  origin,  and  as  Gog  and  Magog  are  to 
London,  and  Romulus  and  Remus  to  Rome  so  is  the  myth  of  Bladud  to  Bath — a  halo 
of  romance  gleaming  over  the  unknown  past,  and  forming  a  story  which  came  to 
occupy  the  place  of  history  in  the  popular  belief. 

The  earliest  record  of  Bladud  is  in  the  pages  of  Geoffrey  of  Monmouth,  a 
chronicler  who  lived  during  the  first  half  of  the  twelfth  century  and,  as  archdeacon 
of  Llandaff,  published  a  history  of  Britain  based  on  ancient  myths  such  as  King 
Arthur  and  his  court,  King  Lear,  Brutus,  Vortigern  and  others,  all  of  great  impor¬ 
tance  in  literature  but  of  little  historical  reliability.  Geoffrey’s  story  was  written  up 
in  the  eighteenth  century  by  the  Bath  historian  Richard  Warner,  who  of  course 
regarded  it  as  a  myth,  and  the  following  is  an  abstract  of  his  account. 

Some  three  thousand  years  ago  Britain  was  ruled  by  Lud  Hudibras  whose  heir 
apparent  was  Bladud,  a  prince  of  the  highest  expectations.  Unfortunately  he  became 
a  leper  and  the  court  officials  prevailed  upon  the  king  to  banish  him  lest  he  should 
spread  the  malady,  Bladud  retired  to  Keynsham,  a  village  about  six  miles  from  Bath, 
and  offered  his  services  as  a  swineherd  to  a  man  who  dealt  in  pigs.  Bladud  soon 
discovered  he  had  passed  on  his  complaint  to  the  herd,  but  to  his  relief  he  found 
that  those  who  wallowed  in  the  muddy  morass  of  the  warm  springs  of  this  place 
were  cured.  Bladud  wisely  concluded  that  if  the  waters  cured  the  pigs  of  the  leprosy 
they  would  be  equally  beneficial  to  him.  He  accordingly  bathed  in  the  warm  water 
and  found  himself  cleansed  of  his  disease. 

Bladud  came  back  to  his  father’s  palace  and  later  returned  to  the  place  where  he 
had  found  his  cure,  cleaned  the  springs,  erected  baths  and  built  a  splendid  city  on 
the  spot.  He  succeeded  Lud  Hudibras  on  the  throne  and  reigned  for  many  years  but 
in  old  age  foolishly  attempted  to  fly  in  a  contrivance  which  he  had  constructed.  He 
took  off  from  a  pinnacle  of  a  temple  which  he  had  built  to  Minerva,  the  machine 
crashed  and  so  ended  his  life.  All  this  is  mythical  but  it  is  more  than  likely  the 
contemporaries  of  Geoffrey  of  Monmouth  accepted  this  story  as  veracious  history, 
but  since  his  day  we  have  learnt  to  credit  the  Romans  with  the  discovery  of  the  hot 
springs  during  their  occupation  of  Britain  from  44  B.c.  to  410  a.d. 

Bladud  appears  on  the  obverse  of  a  number  of  halfpenny  and  farthing  Bath  trade 
tokens  and  is  depicted  facing  left  wearing  a  crown  and  a  bow  and  arrows  across  his 
shoulder,  with  the  legend  bladud  founder  of  bath.  On  the  reverse  of  one  is  a  tea 
urn  with  the  words  ironmongery  braziery  and  cutlery  and  in  the  exergue  f.heath. 
1 794.  Another  of  Heath’s  tokens  had  on  the  reverse  west  front  of  new  pump  room, 
bath  while  another  has  the  North  Front.  This  is  a  scarce  coin  and  in  fact  may  not 
have  been  a  trade  token  but  one  issued  for  the  benefit  of  collectors.  Another  rare 
token  and  possibly  not  a  commercial  issue  bears  the  legend  walcot  turnpike  token. 
1796  with  no  trust  in  the  exergue.  One  of  the  farthing  tokens  depicts  a  man, 
presumably  Bladud,  carrying  a  bow  and  shield,  and  driving  a  couple  of  pigs,  with  the 
legend  through  his  swine  and  1794  in  the  exergue. 

In  1699  a  statue  was  erected  in  Bath  to  commemorate  Bladud  as  the  founder  of 
the  baths  in  863  b.c. 


“WELLINGTON’S  MINT” 

COINAGE  AND  THE  PENINSULAR  WAR

I  have  been  interested  for  some  time  in  the  problem  of  the  supposed 
striking  of  French  coins  by  Wellington  in  Spain  or  France  during  the  Peninsular 
War  and  I  have  been  noting  information  concerning  this  and  related  subjects  as 
I  have  come  across  references.  As  the  subject  has  again  cropped  up  in  the  pages 
of  the  Bulletin ,  I  am  summarising  this  information  to  add  to  that  which  has 
already  been  published.1

In  Numismatics  by  Professor  Philip  Grierson  we  read  that:  “The  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Austrian  Netherlands,  fortified  by  a  written  justification  by  two 
Brussels  Jesuits,  authorized  the  minting  of  counterfeit  French  gold  coins  in  1718 
because  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  values  of  those  struck  in  France  by  the 
Regent  for  Louis  XV,  and  Wellington,  in  the  last  stages  of  the  Peninsular  War, 
had  gold  napoleons  counterfeited  in  order  that  his  troops  should  have  adequate 
supplies  of  coin  for  purchases  after  the  invasion  of  France.  In  both  these 
instances  the  counterfeits  were  of  good  quality  .  .  .”.2  The  former  counterfeits 
are  another  problem  that  needs  more  detailed  examination,  whilst  the  latter,  as 
has  already  been  suggested  in  the  Bulletin ,  may  not  even  exist.  Mazard  quotes 
the  same  situation  but  includes  the  silver  crown-sized  five-franc  pieces:  “La 
tradition  s’est  perpetuee  que  Wellington  aurait  frappe  en  Espagne  en  1810  et 

1814  des  monnaies  de  20  francs  et  de  5  francs  semblables  au  types  officiels.  II 
n’a  jamais  ete  trouve  trace  de  ces  pretendues  emissions.  (RN  1901  PVp. 
XXXVIII)”.3  I  do  not  have  a  note  of  the  material  in  the  1901  volume  of  the 
Revue  Numismatique  but  I  do  not  think  that  it  adds  anything. 

I  think  that  the  first  aspect  of  the  problem  to  dispose  of  is  the  history  of  the 

1815  gold  20  franc  pieces  of  Louis  XVIII  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint.  These  coins 
were  struck  from  dies  engraved  by  Wyon  and  were  the  same  weight  and  fineness 
as  the  contemporary  French  coins,  but  with  the  distinctive  mintmarks  of  a 
fleur-de-lys  and  the  letter  r,  the  latter  unlikely  to  ever  be  satisfactorily  explained. 
These  coins  may  indeed  have  resulted  in  the  legend  that  Wellington  coined  gold 
“Napoleons”  for  the  convenience  of  the  army  during  the  Peninsular  War  but, 
apart  from  this  possibility,  I  do  not  consider  them  to  be  relevant  to  the  problem 
as  they  were  struck  after  Napoleon’s  return  from  Elba.  Furthermore,  the  whole 
episode  was  the  subject  of  an  admirable  paper  presented  by  Mr.  G.  P.  Dyer  of 
the  Royal  Mint  at  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society,  the 
British  Numismatic  Society  and  the  Societe  Franchise  de  Numismatique  which 
was  held  in  London  on  9th  October,  1976.  Mr.  Dyer  has  studied  all  the  available 
material  in  the  Royal  Mint  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  his  paper  will  be  published 
in  due  course.4 

Dr.  G.  H.  L.  Bullmore  refers  in  his  letter  in  the  June  issue  of  the  Bulletin  to 
a  gold  coinage  reportedly  struck  by  Napoleon  whilst  he  was  in  exile  on  Elba.  I 
am  not  aware  of  any  coin  answering  the  description  given  but  I  would  like  to 
draw  attention  to  a  curious  piece  which  apparently  exists  in  bronze  and  silver.  It 
is  published  by  Guilloteau5  and  may  be  described  as  follows:  Obv.  Large  n 
under  a  five-pointed  star,  the  N  underlined  and  with  Elba  below;  Rev.  1815 
in  circle;  plain  edge;  24  mm.  diameter.  Can  anybody  throw  any  light  on  this 
one  please?  Is  it  a  fantasy  or  a  pattern  of  some  kind? 

The  story  that  Wellington  imitated  French  coins  in  the  Peninsula  is  not  new 
to  the  numismatic  world.  The  reference  in  Napier’s  History  was  cited  as  long 
ago  as  1857  by  R.  Chalon  in  the  Revue  beige  de  Numismatique.  It  was  men¬ 
tioned  in  one  of  three  short  notices  under  the  general  heading  of  “coins  to  be 
rediscovered”.  The  article  adds  little  to  our  knowledge  but  it  did  promise  to 
publish  any  further  information  received  so  that  a  brief  search  of  the  following 
volumes  will  be  necessary.  This  remains  to  be  done.  It  is  confirmed  that 
Napier  gave  no  details  and  we  are  informed  that  a  contemporary  military 
historian  knew  of  no  other  references  to  the  “Mint”.  As  the  article  is  unlikely 
to  be  readily  accessible  to  the  majority  of  readers,  I  have  included  the  original 

French  text  as  an  appendix  below. 

It  would  certainly  seem  unlikely  that  Wellington  would  have  been  able  to 
have  produced  sufficiently  good  counterfeits  of  the  current  French  silver  and 
gold  coins.  The  activity  does  not  appear  to  have  been  documented  except  in 
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Napier  and  Stanhope.  David  Sealy  quoted  the  fifth  Earl  of  Stanhope’s  Con¬ 
versations  in  the  Bulletin  in  March  1972  and  James  Risk  refers  to  this  reference 
as  the  one  dubious  exception  to  the  lack  of  evidence  for  the  mint  in  his  article  in 
the  June  Bulletin.  I  cannot  agree  with  Mr.  Risk  that  this  piece  of  evidence 
seems  to  relate  only  to  the  1815  20  franc  coins.  The  quotation  is  that  “the  Duke 
said  that  in  the  south  of  France  and  afterwards  at  Paris  he  had  been  obliged  to 
coin  French  pieces  for  the  use  of  his  army.”  The  reference  to  Paris  may  refer  to 
the  1815  coins,  but  I  think  that  the  reference  to  the  south  of  France  cannot.  Let 
us  then  for  the  sake  of  argument  accept  the  statement  at  its  face  value.  It  does 
not  say  that  Wellington  copied  French  coins,  merely  that  he  coined  them.  I  will 
endeavour  to  explain  why  I  draw  this  distinction  by  means  of  a  hypothesis  which 
I  think  must  be  put  forward  for  examination. 

Put  quite  simply  could  Wellington  have  taken  over  any  of  the  existing 
French  mints  and  have  had  French  coins  struck  there  from  official  dies  for  his 
use?  The  limited  amount  of  evidence  which  I  have  does  not  rule  out  this  * 
possibility.  Of  the  mint-towns  in  the  south  of  France,  Toulouse  was  evacuated  * 
by  Marshal  Soult  during  the  night  of  llth/12th  April,  1814  and  on  12th  news 
arrived  of  the  fall  of  Napoleon  and  the  establishment  of  a  provisional  govern¬ 
ment.  Bayonne  was  besieged  but  not  captured.  The  French  launched  a  sortie 
which  resulted  in  a  bloody  hand-to-hand  skirmish  on  14th  April,  1814  but  it  w'as 
not  until  27th  April  that  Soult’s  official  commands  that  hostilities  were  to  cease 
reached  the  French  commander  in  Bayonne.  I  am  not  certain  of  the  position  with 
regard  to  Perpignan.6  It  appears  that  all  three  mints  would  have  been  in  allied 
hands  for  almost  a  year,  until  Napoleon’s  return  from  Elba  in  the  spring  of  1815. 

It  could  therefore  be  instructive  to  consider  what  French  coins  were  produced 
dated  1814.  This  information  is  summarised  below:

Gold  20  Franc.  Basically  Paris  but  a  few  from  Bordeaux,  Bayonne,  Perpig¬ 
nan  and  Lille 

Silver  5  Franc.  Major  output  from  Paris,  Limoges,  Bayonne,  Toulouse  and  ^ 

Perpignan.  Rouen  a  long  way  behind  and  7  minor  mints. 

Is  this  prominence  of  Bayonne,  Toulouse  and  Perpignan  coincidence?  The 
picture  seems  to  continue  for  1815  and  1816  and  then  to  change,  but  of  course 
the  army  of  occupation  did  not  leave  France  immediately  the  week  after 
Waterloo!  What  is  needed  is  a  study  of  the  mints’  sources  of  bullion  and  also  an 
examination  of  the  surviving  records.  These  may  well  be  broken  down  into 
periods  of  less  than  the  year  so  that  we  can  see  more  accurately  when  the  coins 
were  struck.  In  the  absence  of  other  dies  I  do  not  think  that  the  allies  would  have 
objected  to  quietly  producing  a  few  more  coins  bearing  the  portrait  of  Napoleon 
in  the  interests  of  expediency,  although  not  the  kind  of  activity  we  would  expect 
to  have  been  broadcast  from  the  rooftops  of  every  French  town !  Such  a  method 
would  have  been  useful  for  recoining  Spanish  Dollars  and  could  have  been 
supplementary  to  the  provision  of  French  coin  by  the  Rothschilds  as  outlined 
by  Mr.  Risk.  I  repeat  that  this  is  merely  a  hypothesis  put  forward  for 
consideration.  (To  be  continued) 
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NICHOLAS  OF  HADLOW  MONEYER  AT  CANTERBURY:

A  study  of  some  of  the  aspects  of  the  life  of  “the  other  Nicholas”  whose  name 
appeared  on  Canterbury  class  V  coins  of  the  reign  of  Henry  III.

There  can  be  very  few  people  with  an  interest  in  the  medieval  coinage  of  this 
country  who  have  not  at  sometime  passed  through  their  hands  a  “Long  Cross”  coin 
i  of  Henry  III  bearing  the  reverse  legend  nicole  on  cant — Nicholas  at  Canterbury. 
Those  who  have  no  specific  interest  in  this  period  will  probably  have  assigned  the 
coin  (possibly  correctly)  to  that  most  well  known  of  moneyers,  Nicholas  of  St. 
Albans.  Since  it  is  generally  accepted  that  Nicholas  of  St.  Albans  died  in  1252  or 
12531  when  that  style  of  “Long  Cross”  coinage  referred  to  as  Vc  had  commenced 
any  coin  of  a  later  style  bearing  the  nicole  reverse  legend  must  proclaim  the  authority 
of  a  Nicholas  other  than  “St.  Albans”.  Such  coins  do  indeed  bear  witness  to  that 
“other  Nicholas”  at  Canterbury — Nicholas  de  Haudlou — or  in  modern  parlance, 
Nicholas  of  Hadlow  in  Kent.  He  it  was  who  received  the  grant  of  a  die  at  the  Canter¬ 
bury  Mint  in  12562  and  it  is  the  career  of  this  “other  Nicholas”  with  which  the 
following  research  deals. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  reference  will  be  made  to  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  since 
this  is  the  most  common  spelling  used  in  the  various  Rolls  and  documents  consulted 
though  at  least  17  variations  appear.  Fortunately  cross  references  and  other  evidence 
are  sufficient  to  prove  that  all  refer  to  the  same  person. 

Nicholas  de  Haudlou  appears  first  in  the  Patent  Rolls  of  28th  August  1235  s 
when,  as  constable  of  Canterbury  castle,  he  was  appointed  with  William  Hardel  to 
hear  trespasses  concerning  the  Mint  at  Canterbury.  Hardel,  at  that  time,  was  Warden 
of  the  mints  of  London  and  Canterbury.  Nicholas  de  Haudlou’s  appointment  as  con¬ 
stable  of  the  castle  at  Canterbury  was  made  after  1223  when  it  is  definitely  stated 
that  Hubert  de  Burgh  was  constable1  and  probably  after  1232  following  de  Burgh’s 
fall  from  grace  as  justiciar  and  the  responsibility  of  the  keeping  of  certain  of  the  king’s 
castles  had  passed  to  Stephen  Seagrave0 

In  the  year  1237  a  certain  Peter  de  Bending,  who  had  borrowed  heavily  from  the 
Jews,  was  unable  to  meet  his  debts  from  whatever  his  normal  sources  of  revenue 
were.  Therefore,  that  his  creditors  might  receive  satisfaction,  he  was  forced  to  grant 
the  manor  of  Little  Chart  (a  few  miles  north  west  of  Ashford  in  Kent  and  to  the 
south  of  the  present  A20  road)  to  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Christchurch,  Canterbury 
for  the  sum  of  200  marks.  The  document  concerning  the  grant  had  need  of  numerous 
witnesses  and  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  was  one  whose  name,  together  with  14  others, 
was  appended  to  it.6 

On  March  13th  of  the  same  year  a  letter  was  sent  from  the  Court  at  Rochester 
making  exempt  de  Haudlou’s  houses  at  Canterbury  from  livery  and  unwanted 
lodging.7  Though  it  is  not  certain,  evidence  would  suggest  that  at  this  time  he  was 
an  alderman  and  that  these  houses  would  have  been  in  his  ward  or  aldermanry  of 
Redegate  or  Riding  gate.  Late  in  the  12th  century  a  certain  Roger  was  alderman  for 
this  ward  and  was  followed  by  his  son  John  and,  later,  grandson  William.  The  last 
reference  to  William  was  about  12278  10  years  before  the  exemption  of  de  Haudlou’s 
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houses  from  livery.  Coincidentally — and  no  sure  connection  can  be  claimed — a 
William  Hardres  was  constable  of  Canterbury  castle  in  1227<J.  Four  years  after  the 
exemption  date  for  the  houses  the  Assize  Rolls  of  1241 10  state  that  a  John  Fareman 
in  Nicholas  de  Haudlou’s  ward  of  Riding  Gate  was  charged  with  others  with  breaking 
into  a  man’s  house  and  assaulting  him.  This  reference  to  de  Haudlou’s  ward  was  to 
prove  a  useful  link  with  other  evidence,  as  will  be  seen  later,  as  the  story  of  his  career 
was  constructed  from  numerous  but  dispersed  entries  in  various  records.  In  passing 
it  is  perhaps  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  men  apprehended  with  John  Fareman 
for  this  felonious  deed  one  was  a  gaoler  and  another  was  a  clerk  who  refused  to 
answer  to  a  civil  court  and  was  handed  over  to  the  archdeacon  to  deal  with ! 

The  marriage  of  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  and  his  wife  Cecily  produced  at  least  two 
sons  of  whom  we  find  evidence  in  the  records.  One  is  John,  later  declared  his  heir11 
and  the  other  is  Richard  whom  we  must  presume  to  be  the  younger.  Both  were  to 
achieve  positions  of  responsibility  in  the  community  though  at  this  particular  time 
little  is  heard  of  them  compared  with  their  father.  The  Liberate  Rolls  for  1240-1245  i 
have  this  entry  for  May  7th  1242: — “Allocate  to  the  keepers  of  the  archbishopric  of  ' 
Canterbury  in  the  issues  thereof,  £15  2s  6d  wages  of  Nicholas  de  Haudlo  and  Hugh 
de  Pilardinton  bailiffs  of  Harrow,  Hayes,  Croydon,  Wimbledon  and  Lambeth  each 
of  whom  receives  6d  daily  for  73  days  from  St.  Nicholas’s  day  in  the  25th  year  to  the 
Invention  of  the  Holy  Cross  in  this  year  (26th  year).”  In  the  same  list  a  payment  of 
40  shillings  is  authorised  for  payment  for  Nicholas  de  Haudlou’s  robes.  Since  the 
first  date  given  is  the  6th  of  December  1240  and  the  second  date  is  the  3rd  of  May 
1242  then  obviously  de  Haudlou  was  being  paid  for  73  days  over  a  period  of  16 
months.  On  6th  May  1242  Richard  de  Haudlou  received  an  order  from  Portsmouth 
to  distrain  those  owing  guard  rent  to  Dover  castle.12  The  Liberate  Rolls  for  May  29th 
1244  show  him  to  be  a  serjeant  dwelling  continuously  in  Harrow  and  Hayes  and 
authorising  the  payment  of  £10  11s  7d  as  his  wages.  Later  entries  authorise  the 
payment  to  him  of  6d  daily  for  81  weeks  and  3  days  from  the  Invention  of  the  Holy 
Cross  in  the  26th  year  to  St.  Katherine’s  day  (25th  November)  in  the  28th  year 
(1243).  This  latter  payment  was  for  his  work  as  bailiff  of  Harrow,  Hayes,  Mortlake, 
Wimbledon,  Croydon,  Lambeth  and  Southwark.  It  is  a  matter  of  conjecture  whether 
it  is  coincidence  that  his  payment  as  a  bailiff  for  virtually  the  same  towns  as  Nicholas 
commences  from  the  date  that  Nicholas  was  paid  up  to  for  this  work.  The  importance 
of  Richard  to  this  research  comes  later  when  he  gives  evidence  relating  to  the  various 
property  holdings  of  Nicholas  de  Haudlou. 

In  September  1242  Nicholas  received  what  may  have  been  his  first  opportunity 
to  enter  the  sphere  of  national  rather  than  relatively  local  administration.13  As  far 
as  can  be  ascertained  (for  such  appointments  were  only  verbal14)  Bertram  de  Criol  \ 
had  been  appointed  one  of  a  small  group  of  stewards  to  the  king  in  April  1239.  With 
Henry  de  Wengham — later  bishop  of  London — his  duties  included  receiving  the 
king’s  share  of  the  spoils  of  war  with  France  which  were  landed  at  the  Cinque  ports. 
On  September  1 1th  1242  a  letter  from  the  Court  at  Rochester  authorised  Nicholas  de 
Hadlou  to  replace  de  Criol  when  circumstances  necessitated  the  latter’s  absence. 

On  August  10th  1248  Nicholas  was  ordered  to  accompany  William  de  Axemuthe, 
the  king’s  clerk,  to  various  ports  to  retain  ships  for  service  to  Gascony15.  Of  the  six 
years  which  had  passed  between  1242  and  1248  there  is  little  evidence  of  his  career  on 
record.  However  an  entry  in  the  Close  Rolls  dated  September  24th  1249  refers  to 
Bernard  de  Criol  as  constable  of  Dover  castle  and  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  as  having 
been  sheriff  of  Kent. 

Of  all  the  entries  that  I  have  read  in  the  Close,  Patent  and  Liberate  Rolls  which 
refer  to  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  this  is  the  only  one  that  claimed  such  a  position  for 
him.  Sheriffs  did  not  always  function  in  person  but  delegated  their  duties  to  deputies 
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who  were  themselves  called  sheriffs.10  Unfortunately  it  is  difficult  to  find  evidence 
to  support  Nicholas  even  in  this  secondary  role  for  no  mention  is  made  of  him  on 
the  list  of  sheriffs  for  England  and  Wales  compiled  by  A.  Hughes  (P.R.O.  Lists  and 
Indexes  IX).  This  publication  clearly  shows  those  who  were  under-sheriffs  or  who 
had  been  deputised  to  act  in  the  capacity  of  sheriff.  Neither  do  the  records  of  1251 
assist  greatly  in  resolving  this  difficulty.  In  the  Calendar  of  Inquisitions  Miscel¬ 
laneous  Vol:  1.  p.  41  ff.  we  may  read  of  a  theft  committed  upon  the  person  of  one 
Giles  Godintin,  servant  of  John  Alverdon,  merchant  of  Bruges,  which  it  was  claimed 
took  place  in  the  house  of  Henry  Baudewyn  or  Baldewyn  of  Canterbury.  A  writ  was 
issued  on  July  6th  1251  to  “.  .  .  Nicholas  de  Haulo,  the  sheriff  of  Kent,  and  the 
bailiffs  of  Canterbury  .  .  .  ordering  them  to  make  further  inquiry.  .  .  .”  On  July  29th 
a  second  writ  was  issued  to  the  bailiffs  of  Canterbury  requiring  them  to  establish 
whether  Henry  Baldewyn  had  been  taken  in  clerk’s  habit  or  not.  However  it  is  stated 
that  this  writ  did  not  reach  them  until  August  7th  wffien  it  was  delivered  in  the 
presence  of  “Nicholas  de  Hadlo  the  sheriff”.  Meanwhile  a  further  writ  had  been 
issued  to  the  sheriff  of  Kent  on  August  1st  from  Windsor  “to  go  himself  to  Canterbury 
on  Monday  after  St.  Peter’s  Chains  (August  7th)  and  to  cause  to  come  before 
Nicholas  de  Haulou  and  others  appointed  with  him  from  each  of  the  four  next 
hundreds  twelve  men,  knights,  as  well  as  lawful  men  to  enquire  into  certain  crimes 
committed  in  that  town”.  The  comma  interposed  after  the  name  of  Nicholas  de 
Haulo  in  the  July  6th  writ  is  ambiguous  in  as  much  that  it  could  infer  a  list  of  persons 
of  which  Nicholas  was  one  and  the  sheriff  of  Kent  another.  Is  it  not  possible  that  the 
writ  of  July  29th  was  delivered  in  the  presence  of  “.  .  .  Nicholas  de  Hadlo  (AND) 
the  sheriff .  .  .”  on  August  7th,  the  latter  person  having  arrived  in  Canterbury  upon 
that  day  as  instructed  in  the  writ  of  August  1st.  In  support  of  this  suggested  inter¬ 
pretation  I  would  draw  attention  to  the  evidence  of  the  Patent  Rolls  1247-1258  p.  116, 
July  6th  1251  which  states  that  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  is  appointed  the  justice  to  hear 
a  case  of  rape  and  also  that  he  is  to  take  assizes  of  novel  disseisin,  robberies  and 
breaches  of  the  peace  in  the  counties  of  Surrey  and  Southampton. 

Whatever  doubts  may  remain  regarding  the  status  of  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  at 
this  period  of  time  it  is  certain  that  four  years  hence  his  career  would  have  progressed 
so  that  his  name  would  be  known  throughout  most  of  England  as  a  justice  in  eyre. 
Later  still,  an  age  of  deviating  loyalties  would  show  him  to  be  (with  one  possible 
exception  where  circumstances  proved  too  much  for  even  him)  a  man  of  integrity 
rather  than  expediency  respected  by  all. 

Of  the  intervening  years  between  1251  and  1255  there  is  little  that  concerns 
Nicholas  de  Haudlou  by  name  in  the  records  until  the  year  1254  is  reached.  In  April 
of  that  year  he  received  a  mandate  from  the  queen  to  take,  by  force  of  arms  if  need 
be,  the  sheriff  of  the  counties  of  Essex  and  Hertford.17  This  was  followed  in  the  same 
month  by  a  writ  of  aid  from  Richard,  Earl  of  Cornwall,  that  he  might  arrest  such 
criminals  as  robbers  and  arsonists.18  In  October  he  was  appointed  justice  in  eyre  for 
Buckingham  and  Bedford19  and  two  months  later  the  counties  of  Gloucester  and 
Staffordshire  had  been  added  to  this  appointment.*20  20a  By  May  of  1255  he  was 
justice  in  eyre  for  Worcestershire  also21  but,  prior  to  this  appointment  he  had  led 
an  enquiry  into  the  death  of  a  knight  in  March  of  that  year.  It  was  a  death  which 
had  given  particular  offence  to  the  king  and  he  had  required  that  nine  sheriffs  should 
provide  juries  at  the  hearing.22  In  June  1255  the  king  called  for  a  survey  throughout 
the  counties  of  England  of  those  things  touching  upon  his  rights  and  liberties  includ¬ 
ing  castles,  woods,  forests,  hays,  parks,  etc.,  etc.  Nicholas  was  a  member  of  a  group 
of  justices  detailed  to  conduct  the  survey  for  the  counties  of  Northamptonshire, 
Bedfordshire,  Buckinghamshire,  Oxfordshire,  Warwickshire,  Leicestershire,  Shrop¬ 
shire  and  Staffordshire.'23 
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On  November  5th  he  received  a  commission  of  oyer  and  terminer  in  respect  of 
certain  contentions  and  trespasses  which  had  taken  place  between  Humphrey  de 
Bohun,  the  younger,  son  of  the  Earl  of  Hereford  and  a  certain  Roger  Pichard.24  Any 
conclusions  reached  by  Nicholas  in  this  case  do  not  now  appear  to  be  extant  but  I 
would  think  it  probable  that  he  found  in  favour  of  Humphrey  de  Bohun.  I  say  this 
only  because  whenever  the  name  of  Pichard — or  its  variant  spellings — has  cropped 
up  in  my  researches  it  has  seemed  the  appellation  of  a  family  hell-bent  upon  bringing 
the  wrath  of  all  down  upon  its  head.  As  to  de  Bohun,  he  was  to  become  a  staunch 
supporter  of  the  baronial  cause.  He  was  at  Amiens  in  1264  to  hear  King  Louis* 
pronouncement  on  the  Provisions  of  Oxford;  his  lands  in  Brecon  were  seized  by 
Prince  Edward  in  the  same  year  and  he  became  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Nine 
after  the  battle  of  Lewes.  He  fought  at  the  battle  of  Evesham  in  August  1265  and 
died  of  wounds  received  there  at  Beeston  castle  two  months  later.  It  is  perhaps  not 
an  unnecessary  digression  to  mention  such  facts  for,  in  times  that  were  fast  approach¬ 
ing,  of  ill-concealed  and  often  open  aggression  between  the  factions  of  king  and  | 
barons,  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  would  tread  a  narrow  and  often  dangerous  path  upheld 
only  by  his  reputation  for  justice  and  the  high  regard  it  had  earned  for  him  from  men 
in  either  party. 

On  January  10th  1256  at  Westminster  there  was  issued  to  Nicholas  a  grant  for 
life  .  .  of  one  of  the  king’s  dies  at  Canterbury;  he  rendering  at  the  Exchequer  100s 
a  year.  Mandate  to  John  de  Sumercotes  to  deliver  it  to  him.”  At  the  same  time  he 
received  a  grant  of  40  marks  a  year  at  the  Exchequer  “.  .  .  to  maintain  him  on  the 
king’s  service  so  long  as  he  be  in  the  office  of  justice  of  the  king”.2  Payments  had  been 
made  to  Nicholas  in  the  past.  If  nothing  else  his  expenses  incurred  as  he  journeyed 
the  country  on  the  king’s  business  had  to  be  met.  In  November  1254  he  had  been 
granted  25  marks  out  of  the  issues  of  the  Buckingham  eyre.25  In  1255  he  had  assessed 
tallage  in  the  county  of  Gloucester  and  for  this  had  received  10  marks  for  his  ex¬ 
penses.26  On  January  9th  1256  he  received  a  grant  of  40  marks  for  his  expenses  when 
travelling  with  Philip  Luvel  the  treasurer  “.  .  .  to  make  inquisitions  and  extents.27” 
The  day  following  he  received  the  Canterbury  die  and  the  40  mark  grant  became  an 
annual  payment  conditional  upon  service.  All  too  soon  it  was  to  prove  insufficient. 
The  reputation  of  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  was  growing  and  he  was  being  called  upon 
more  and  more  to  travel  the  country  on  the  king’s  business.  In  February  1256  he 
received  a  commission  as  justice  in  eyre  to  hear  pleas  in  Northumberland,  Cumber¬ 
land,  Westmoreland  and  Lancaster.28  In  March  his  services  were  called  for  in  Kent 
but  another  justice,  Alvred  de  Dene,  had  to  substitute  for  him  obviously  because  he 
was  still  in  the  north.29.  On  July  22nd  Nicholas  received  a  further  commission  in  the  . 
same  capacity  to  meet  with  others  so  commissioned  on  the  morrow  of  St.  Matthew 
the  Apostle  (22nd  September)  at  Lincoln.  There  in  the  presence  of  the  archbishop, 
bishops,  abbots,  priors,  earls,  barons,  knights  and  free  tenants  brought  before  them 
on  appointed  days  Nicholas  and  his  colleagues  were  to  hear  the  pleas  of  the  counties 
of  Lincoln,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.30  By  July  30th  1256  the  grant  to  Nicholas  had  been 
increased  from  40  to  60  marks  because  the  king  had  heard  that  Nicholas  could  not 
maintain  himself  on  the  smaller  amount.31  On  August  18th  30  of  the  60  marks  were 
paid  to  him  because  he  was  “about  to  go  to  distant  parts  in  the  king’s  service”.32 
It  is  probable  that  this  referred  to  the  September  commission  at  Lincoln.  By  Easter 
of  1258  Nicholas  would  have  increased  his  salary  by  one  third  of  his  original  grant 
and  would  receive  not  40  marks  per  annum  but  £40  paid  in  two  installments  in  April 
and  November.33 

Throughout  the  year  of  1257  Nicholas  continued  his  work  as  justice  in  eyre.  In 
February  he  was  joined  by  Roger  de  Thorkelby,  the  abbot  of  Peterborough  to  hear 
a  murder  case;34  in  May  he  conducted  an  enquiry  into  a  dispute  involving  Simon  de 
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Montfort  over  common  pasture;35  in  June  he  was  back  at  Windsor  witnessing,  with 
others,  the  enrolment  of  a  covenant;3'’  in  October  Peter  de  Percy  had  to  substitute 
for  him37  and  in  November  he  joined  Peter  de  Percy,  Roger  de  Thorkelby  and  John 
de  Wiville  as  justices  in  eyre  for  the  county  of  Nottingham.38  The  work  was  demand¬ 
ing  and  would  become  increasingly  so — but  it  had  its  rewards.  The  Charter  Rolls 
of  March  125733  contain  this  entry: — “Grant  to  Nicholas  de  Hadlou  and  his  heirs, 
of  free  warren  in  the  desmesne  lands  which  he  now  holds  in  Co.  Kent,  provided 
that  they  are  without  the  king’s  forest;  grant  also  a  weekly  market  on  Friday  at  his 
manor  at  Stret,  Co.  Kent  and  of  a  yearly  fair  there  on  the  vigil,  the  feast  and  the 
morrow  of  St.  Martin.”  (Probably  the  11th,  12th,  and  13th  of  November  but  could 
be  two  days  prior  in  each  case).  In  1262  Richard  de  Hadlo  serving  on  the  Inquisition 
jury  at  the  death  of  Richard  de  Clare  would  confirm  that  Nicholas  by  then  also  held 
land  at  Crundale  in  the  Hundred  of  Wye  in  the  county  of  Kent  by  virtue  of  a  knight’s 
fee  to  the  value  of  £10. 411  By  1273  or  1274  Sir  Nicholas  de  Haudlou  would  be  dead 
and  his  possessions  at  Street,  Crundale  and  in  Riding  Gate,  Canterbury  would  have 
passed  to  his  heirs  but  we  are  ahead  of  our  story  and  much  was  still  to  happen  before 
the  life  of  Nicholas  drew  to  a  close.

COLLOQUIUM  ON  DIES 

The  Royal  Mint’s  third  annual  colloquium  on  dies  was  held  on  5th  July  under  the  Chair¬ 
manship  of  Mr.  John  Porteous. 

As  in  the  previous  two  years,  discussion  centred  on  the  Mint’s  collection  of  historic  dies  and 
wras  therefore  mainly  concerned  with  the  period  of  the  milled  coinage.  Professor  P.  Gaspar,  for 
example,  spoke  about  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  century  punches  and  the  question  of  matrix 
use,  a  subject  which  Mr.  E.  Sewell,  the  Chief  Engraver  of  the  Royal  Mint,  brought  up  to  date 
with  a  paper  on  the  factors  affecting  the  life  and  production  of  master  tools.  Mr.  D.  G.  Sellwood 
reported  the  results  of  hardness  tests  which  he  had  carried  out  on  selected  tools  in  the  collection, 
while  Mr.  E.  M.  Phillips,  Technical  Manager  in  the  Royal  Mint,  discussed  experiments  which 
he  had  undertaken  to  elucidate  certain  aspects  of  the  striking  of  proof  coins  in  the  eighteenth 
century. 

Mr.  G.  P.  Dyer  showed  how  a  study  of  the  surviving  dies  and  the  Mint  records  had  led  to  a 
fuller  understanding  of  Una  and  the  Lion  five-pound  pieces;  and  the  relevance  of  this  type  of 
exercise  to  the  detection  of  counterfeits  was  emphasised  by  Mr.  E.  G.  V.  Newman’s  description 
of  methods  of  manufacture  of  counterfeit  coinage  dies.  The  range  of  discussion  was  further 
extended  by  papers  by  Dr.  C.  E.  Challis  on  trial  plates  and  by  Miss  M.  M.  Archibald  on  the 
development  in  the  use  of  punches  in  the  medieval  period. 

This  was  the  third  such  colloquium  to  be  organised  by  the  Mint.  The  purpose  is  to  bring 
together  a  small  group  of  numismatists  and  Mint  technicians  so  that  problems  of  mutual  interest 
relating  to  die  manufacture  and  die  use  may  be  discussed.  Participation  is  by  invitation  only  and 
numbers  are  severely  restricted  in  order  to  ensure  informality  and  an  uninhibited  exchange  of 
views.

Coins  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  and  the  Turkish  Republic.  A  Detailed  Catalogue  of  the 
Jem  Sultan  Collection.  By  Jem  Sultan.  Volume  1.  Text:  i-xxvi,  457  pages  and  Volume  2. 
Plates:  i-ix,  353  plates.  Bound  in  library  cloth  binding,  in  slip  case,  7f"x  ll"x2£".  {We  can 
supply  price  £55  (£56.40  or  $107  including  postage  and  packing). 

The  author  must  be  congratulated  for  accumulating  such  an  excellent  collection  of  Ottoman 
coins,  for  recording  each  specimen  in  a  meticulous  fashion  and  having  it  published  lor  the 
benefit  of  numismatists  studying  this  fascinating  series  of  coinage.  It  is  a  magnificent  achieve¬ 
ment,  the  material  being  well  representative  of  the  coinage,  with  many  rare  specimens  included, 
making  it  an  ideal  reference  book  for  the  scries. 

Its  organisation  is  simple  and  effective.  In  the  text-volume  each  sultan  (or  prince)  is  intro¬ 
duced  by  an  historical  note  based  upon  the  information  contained  in  the  Encyclopedia  of  Islam, 
followed  by  the  ‘typology’  of  the  coins  issued  by  the  ruler,  which  includes  the  denominations  of 
the  coins,  translations  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  inscriptions  with  notes  on  any  ornaments

observed.  No  transliterations  are  offered  for  the  Arabic  inscriptions  found  on  the  coins,  but  550 
line  drawings  have  been  added  in  the  text,  and  by  reference  to  the  6500  coin  photos  most 
questions  can  be  answered.  The  third  section  under  each  sultan  comprises  the  listing  of  the 
coins  under  the  headings  of  metal,  denomination,  type  weight  (in  grams)  diameter  (in  milli¬ 
meters),  brief  description  (i.e.  place  of  minting,  date  etc.),  the  letter  “S  or  “R”  denoting  scarcity 
or  rarity  and  finally  the  catalogue  numbers  for  the  particular  specimen  found  in  the  reference 
books  by  Pere,  Craig  and  Yeoman,  and  occasionally  from  Valentine’s  and  Edhem’s  works. 
Final  chapters  cover  coins  issued  during  the  Turkish  Republic,  Ottoman  Medals,  Lead  Seals 
and  counterfeits.  The  volume  of  plates  includes  118  plates  with  enlargement  photos  (2  times) 
of  significant  coins  which  are  a  pleasure  to  examine. 

The  quality  of  printing  and  paper  used  is  good,  so  most  of  the  coins  can  be  studied  easily. 
Incidentally  there  are  78  numbered  blank  pages ;  readers  should  not  assume  a  defective  printing. 

A  critical  review  of  such  a  catalogue  cannot  be  done  rapidly,  so  this  writer,  who  has  used 
the  Nuri  Pere  standard  work  on  the  subject  since  1967  would  like  to  make  a  few  comments  in 
the  hope  that  the  potential  purchaser  will  recognise  its  merits  and  add  it  to  his  library  in  due 
time. 

First  the  scope  of  the  catalogue  may  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  there  are  coins  from  approxi¬ 
mately  68  mint  places  (some  of  them  are  quite  rare  out  of  approximately  115  published  mints  1 
known  to  this  writer).  Usually  the  coins  from  Takidemt  are  excluded  from  the  series,  and 
although  Meccan  coins  have  often  been  accepted,  this  writer  doesn’t  think  they  belong  (see 
article  in  World  Coins,  Sept.  1975).  On  page  106  the  author  has  stated  that  he  prefers  the  use 
of  the  Turkish  name  “Canca”  for  “Ganjah”;  in  his  catalogue  he  includes  photos  of  36  silver 
coins  from  this  mint,  but  the  coin  number  2006  is  from  Ganja  (now  Kirovabad)  in  Turkish, 

“ Gence ”,  as  is  another  earlier  coin  in  Pere’s  catalogue  number  289.  He  does  however  mention 
on  page  226  that  Canca  is  the  name  of  a  town  in  Gumushane  province  (according  to  Evliya 
Celebi,  who  says  .  .  .  ‘taken  by  Mehmed  Celebi,  ther  was  no  better  silver  mines  in  any  other 
country  at  that  time  .  .  .’).  .  .  it  is  confusing,  the  name  is  often  mis-read  for  Chanicha  where  the 
coin  number  1184  in  his  catalogue  was  minted. 

The  interesting  coin  number  916  given  as  Tireh,  should  perhaps  be  “Tireh  Diyar  Aidin’’ 
the  village  in  the  Izmir  Vilayet  about  which  Artuk  wrote. 

Second,  the  section  “References”  are  presumably  the  ones  used  by  the  author,  but  it  may 
have  been  helpful  to  have  included  certain  publications  since  Pere’s  catalogue  was  published, 
for  instance  Olcer’s  Nakisli  Osmanli  Mcingirlari  (1975) — for  the  study  of  the  copper  coins,  and 
under  Periodicals  Lachman’s  article  on  Initial  Letters  on  Ottoman  Coins  of  the  18th  century 
(. Museum  Notes  19,  1974)  Hebert’s  Hoard  of  Akches  of  Bayezid  1,  ( Turtle — NAJN  1967) — 
which  concerns  the  coins  numbered  23  to  85;  and  Hoard  of  15th  century  Akches  (N.  Circ.  May 
1973)  which  cover  the  coins  305  to  364,  as  well  as  this  writer’s  Hoard  of  Muhammad  11  akches 
in  ANS  dated  855  (N.  Circ.  June  1976)  all  of  which  might  add  interest  and  value  for  the  reader 
studying  the  specimens  catalogued. 

The  endpapers,  “Speed’s  Map  of  the  Turkish  Empire  1626”,  does  add  charm,  but  a  good 
map  showing  the  mint  places  clearly  would  have  been  helpful  in  the  text  volume. 

Lastly  the  coin  numbered  896 — Ayasuluk  852  is  the  result  of  an  engraver’s  error  for  856 
which  makes  it  correct  for  Muhammad’s  second  reign.  And  there  is  another  coin  of  Shehzade 
published  it  is  in  Ariel  Berman’s  Islamic  Coin  Catalogue  (1976)  number  347.  The  entire  cata¬ 
logue  is  well  printed  and  is  singularly  free  of  typographical  errors.  It  is  strongly  recommended  { 
for  purchase  by  all  interrsted  in  Islamic  coinage  and  students  of  Turkish  history  the  price  isn’t 
high  when  the  great  work  of  compilation  by  the  author  William  Holberton  is  considered — 
Kenneth  M.  MacKenzie.

A  new  Canadian  $100  gold  coin.  A  new  issue  of  $100  gold  coins  has  recently  been 
announced  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint.  The  new  coin  will  contain  91.66%  gold  (22  carats) 
and  8.34%  fine  silver.  Its  diameter  will  be  27  mm.  and  weigh  16.965  grams  the  gold  content 
accounting  for  15.511  grams.  A  limit  of  200,000  has  been  placed  on  this  issue.  The  reverse 
design  is  by  Roger  Savage  of  Liverpool  Nova  Scotia  and  portrays  twelve  geese  flying  in  for¬ 
mation  and  the  inscription  reads  “Together  into  the  future”.  The  birds  represent  the  ten 
provinces  and  two  territories  of  Canada. — R.  Canadian  A lint  communique  July  20th. 

Silver  tokens:  the  Blandford  shilling.  This  note  concerns  a  previously  unlisted  variety 
of  the  Blandford  (Dorset)  shilling  issued  by  Henry  Ward  clockmaker.  Both  Davis  and  Dalton 
list  and  illustrate  a  variety  with  arms  depicting  within  a  garter  three  lions  passant  gardant  i.e., 
with  heads  turned  towards  the  viewer.  Now  a  specimen  has  come  to  light  in  which  the  lion 
heads  are  shown  in  profile,  facing  left,  i.e.,  simply  “passant”.

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An  intriguing  question  arises:  did  Davis  and  Dalton  ever  see  the  passant  type,  or  was  the 
position  of  the  head  such  a  minor  difference  that  it  escaped  their  notice  ?  A  hasty  check  against 
a  few  collections  suggests  the  passant  variety  has  remained  unknown  until  the  present,  and  that 
the  type  is,  indeed,  a  rarity.  No  doubt  there  will  now  be  a  great  rush  by  collettors  to  see  if  they7 
have  the  newly  discovered  variety  in  their  cabinets,  and  in  time  a  better  notion  of  the  token’s 
degree  of  rarity  will  be  known. 

As  the  listed  specimen  of  the  Blandford  shilling  is  Dorset  2  in  both  Davis  and  Dalton,  per¬ 
haps  one  way7  of  incorporating  the  new  variety  without  all  subsequent  numbers,  is  to  call  it 
Dorset  2  bis.  Precedent  for  this  exists  in  the  Hampshire  group  of  silver  tokens  where  there  is  a 
6  bis. — James  Mays.
